Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Ryan Benson on 02/26/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

On page 12, line 1 of the specification: after "distal ends thereof," please insert - the 
plurality of tracks being independent of one another and the outer tubular member, — 

On page 13, line 19 of the specification: after "therein. " please insert - In the illustrated 
embodiment, the recesses 220 (grooves) are equidistantly spaced apart from one another (and 
complementary and slidably coupled with respective tracks). - 

On page 13, line 29 of the specification: after "operable configuration." please insert - In 
the illustrated embodiment, each track and groove has a rectangular cross-section. - 

On page 14, line 12 of the specification: after "one or more tracks 300." please insert - 
In the illustrated embodiment, each track 300 is positioned within a respective groove 220 such 
that the extensions 340 (tabs) extend outwardly from within the groove 220 and into the lumen 
of the outer sheath 200. - 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art, 
Acosta et al. (US 7,137,993), discloses a plurality of tracks, each of the tracks having a plurality 
of tabs (408, 404) configured to engage at least one therapeutic medical appliance, but fails to 
disclose the plurality of tracks are complementary and slidably coupled to grooves within an 
outer tubular member. None of the prior art disclose or fairly suggest an outer tubular member 
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having a plurality of tracks complementary and slidably coupled with grooves such that the 
tracks and the grooves are linearly displaceable with respect to each other, each of the tracks 
having a plurality of tabs facing toward the lumen of the outer tubular member in combination 
with the rest of the claimed elements.
